In his statem ent Mr. Coblentz 
also said he believed th a t if the 
banks assets were to be liquidated 
carefully “in normal tim es,” suf­ 
ficient funds would be realized to 
“pay all depositors in full and leave 
I a substantial sum for stockholders." 
I The bank had approxim ately 25.000 
depositors and was the largest, but 
j not the only financial institution In 
Frederick, 
which has five 
other 
banks. 
Withdrawals "Gradual” 
Mr. Page said there had been “a 
gradual seepage of deposits in re­ 
cent weeks, but there was nothing 
of the sort of thing commonly call­ 
ed a ‘run.’ ”

TO FAR AWAY MARKETS 
Hagerstown—Washington 
county 
peach growers, faced with big losses 
by Inability to find markets for their 
big crop, may fall in line with 
Berkeley county. West Virginia and 
truck their fruit to the largest cities 
and sell them direct to consumers. 
Acting through the West Virginia 
horticultural society, the West Vir­ 
ginians 
have arranged 
to truck 
about 25.000 bushels and haul them 
to Washington, D. C., early Friday 
morning, if arrangements can be 
completed by that time. Under the 
tentative plan, the growers will a t­ 
tempt to get 50 cents a bushel with­ 
out the basket or 65 cents with bas­ 
ket. While even this price repre­ 
sents a loss 
to the grower,

Chicago, Sept. 4 (AP)—Pecula­ 
tions of Walter E. Wolf, a veteran 
employe from the Continental-Illi- 
nois bank and trust company were 
estimated Wednesday at $2,500,000, 
as an audit was being made to de­ 
termine the exact amount. 
Wolf, who confessed embezzling 
bonds to enable him to speculate, 
was held by private detectives in a 
hotel. 
Neither Wolf nor the bank’s offi­ 
cials, many of whom had worked 
with him twenty years, could tell 
how much he had stolen. 
"We do not definitely know the 
amount, but it is sizable,” James R. 
Leaven, president, said. 
One high 
official said the best estimate was

A large portion of this is believed 
still in the hands of brokers with 
whom Wolf placed it as margin for 
stock market speculations. 
Lloyd, 
of London, had insured the bank 
against such loss for $2,000,000 and 
was expected to establish title to 
bonds now in brokers’ bands.

Mr Roosevelt seeks, first, further restrictions on sale of firearms 
and would outlaw possession of such weapons as machine guns, which 
have now come into common use by gangsters. However, in the ab­ 
sence of a Federal law covering the right to own weapons, it is not 
clear how State laws can have much effect. They would put obstacles 
to subject innocent but unfortunate people to police tyranny—-caped- 
they would not keep bad men from obtaining them. Another proposal 
which the Governor sends to the Legislature, though with some doubt 
as to its wisdom, would deal much more vigorously with vagrants and 
persons without legitimate means of support. 
Under present laws, the police can arrest suspected criminals, but 
unless there is evidence sufficient to convict of crime, release must 
speedily follow. An amendment is sought to make passible sentence 
upon them of six months in the workhouse, followed by a probation­ 
ary term of two years.

Friedman Turned Down At 
Penn State Makes Good 
At Michigan. 


(This Is the seventeenth of a 
series of articles dealing with 
important developments in 
the 
high school system of Pennsyl­ 
vania and the Ten-Year Plan of 
educational advancement recent­ 
ly launched by the Department 
of Public Instruction).

The mention of Benny Friedman 
at Penn 
State and 
Barney Ber- 
langer at Swarthmore 
frequently 
brings a reaction from alumni which 
may serve to indicate one of the 
outstanding 
problems 
of 
high 
school-college 
relationship: 
The 
difficulties confronting college ad­ 
mission officers in selecting the ap­ 
plicant high school graduates for 
admission to the freshman college 
class each year. 
Friedman, after failing to gain 
admission to Penn State enrolled 
at 
the 
University 
of 
Michigan, 
where he 
made football 
history; 
Berlanger, after a previous applica­ 
tion at Swarthmore, enrolled at the 
University of 
Pennsylvania where 
he not only rounded into shape as 
one of the greatest all-round ath ­ 
letes but established himself among 
the higher ranking group of schol­ 
ars as well. 
By educators, if not by athletic 
coaches .it has generally been re­ 
garded as comparatively easier to 
detect a promising athlete than to 
pick out an applicant with a type 
of mind 
from which 
the college 
may reasonably expect to get 
the 
best results. They stress the point 
th at if the present college admis­ 
sion system Is vulnerable in the 
m atter of assaying the more or less 
tangible qualities of an athlete, 
there are many reasons for con­ 
doning failure to recognize, under 
present conditions, the more easily 
hidden qualities of mind 
The Pennsylvania Study, which is 
now being made by the Carnegie 
foundation for the advancement of 
teaching has as its object an ef­ 
fort to aid the high schools and 
college to work as a unit in advanc­ 
ing those best qualified for higher 
educational 
opportunities. 
Dean 


Max McConn, of Lehigh 
univer­ 
sity, has described it as “one of th* 
most extensive and important edu­ 
cational investigatioijs ever under­ 
taken in this country, 
and on* 
which registrars abd directors ol 
admission should follow closely as 
it proceeds.” 
“What is actually being investi­ 
gated.” Dean 
Mf Conn continues 
“is 
the 
whole 
curricultUn 
and 
method of instruction and admin­ 
istration 
in both 
the secondary 
schools and the colleges of liberal 
arts, conceived 
as constituting 
a 
single educational unity. In short, 
the foundation has at last boldly 
grasped the prickliest nettel on the 
whole 
academic 
ba ck lot, 
beside 
which medical education or legal 
education or even allege athletics 
was mere harmless ragweed.” f 
The Study, begun in 1928, has 
been divided into three “projects”* 
on one of which the preliminary 
work has been completed. 
Che 
project, a comprehensive analysis 
of the progress and development of 
12.500 pupils through the six years 
of Junior-senior high schools, will 
not be 
completed for 
five more 
years. The third, 
a comparative 
analysis of 1928 high school grad­ 
uates through four years of college, 
will extend through two more years 
before the collection of that data 
is finished. 
One phase of the study was a t­ 
tacked on May 7 and 8. 1928, when 
an extensive “college achievement 
test” was given to all seniors in 
about 40 Pennsylvania colleges. The 
special series of questions was de­ 
signed to indicate not only what 
the seniors had learned In college 
courses but also “the residue from 
seconary 
education 
and 
family 
background, the knowledge got from 
voluntary readings of books and 
periodicals, from travel and obser­ 
vation, informal studies, as in art 
and music, pursued as avocations.” 
In effect, it was intended by the 
foundation to be “an inventory of 
the baccalaureate mind” and the 
final report on the test is expected 
to supply informative data on the 
relatives values of various 
high 
school courses. 
The second phase of the study, 
the five-year project, starting with 
Pennsylvania high school seniors 
in 1928, was begun in May of that 
year 
with 
an 
achievement 
test, 
similar to that in the college group. 
The test was given by the depart­ 
ment 
of public 
instruction to 
a 
large proportion of the 44,000 se­ 
niors than approaching graduation 
in the public high schools and oth­ 
er secondary schools of the state 
In October. 1928. each school was 
asked to ascertain and report on 
the location and occupation at that 


time of each pupil tested the pre­ 
cious May and in October, 1929, the 
schools were requested to confirm 
or correst these reports. 
The 
cooperating colleges 
were 
asked to take up the study in Oc­ 
tober, 1928, and to follow through 
'.he ensuing four years all the test­ 
ed students whom they had re­ 
ceived. The high school achieve­ 
ment tests of 1928 will thus be sup­ 
plemented by reports on the stu­ 
dents for each semester they re­ 
main in college, reports on their 
withdrawals and the reasons 
for 
withdrawing and cumulating rec­ 
ords and intelligence test reports. 
The resultant 
data will conse­ 
quently constitute a chart of the 
progress of thousands of high school 
graduates durin gthelr college ca­ 
reers and, in gathering the data, 
the colleges 
will have an 
oppor­ 
tunity to study more closely than 
usual the additional knowledge as­ 
similated by 
the individual 
stu­ 
dents while in college. 
The third project of the Penn­ 
sylvania Study will be reviewed in 
the concluding article of the series 
tomorrow.
